Claims 1,6-8, 10-16 and 19-20 are pending in the application. 

Allowed Claims 

Claims 1 , 6-8, 10-16 and 19-20 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Reason For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicants' arguments filed on 15 November 2004 are convincing. Specifically, 
the arguments on page 5, paragraph 3. 

A further search of the prior art failed to uncover any reference that taught 
or motivated one of ordinary skill to use the presently claim two-step process for 
the production of bis(vinylsulfonyl) methane in which the intermediate product 
bis(chloroethylsulfonyl) methane is not isolated before the second step.
